The first co.operative bank in Masss-
chusetta, ““Tho Plonerr,” of Boston, was
organized July 26, 1877. There are now
twenty-aix such banks doing bualnesa In
the commonwealth, with asets amount-
Ing to 81,071 20, at the data of the
bank commissioner's Inst report, an in-
croass of 8600,600.77 during tha pravi.
otis year. The _sgitation which resulted
In the ostablishment of there banks was
begun abont 1870 cr 1871 by Hon. Joslah
Qaiticy, whoss alin wad to make homes
for working prople which they should be
ensbled to own., Ha first proposed to
mako s union npon the German system,
whervby each member should become re-
sponsible fer all the others, Actiog on-
der this plan » party of twenty-seven
Germans was then formed and located in
Dedhem. A farm waas bought ana divid -
ed up into building lots and some build-
Ingn erected thereon, but the plan did
not meet the expectations and was in a
large dogree o failure, It, however,
gave some experience which served as o
foundation for fatnre operatiins, and
pointed ont some defects In a plan which,
slthongh quite socceseful In Germany,
would not wark here,

In the meantime Mr. Qulncy and
others had been stodying the Philadel-
phia plan, and in 1875 they applied for
the paseage of a bill, but were defeatod
by a very large mjorltr. The next leg.
islature voted down a similar bill by only
two or three votes, In the winter of
1877 Mr. Qulney invited the co-operation
of mome young men who had already be-
come Intereatod through other Inflaenoer,
among them, D, Eldredge, Samuel K.
Head, H. T. Elder and Q. Willard Car-
ter, That winter the bill was obtalned,
permitting the formation of “‘co-operat-
ing saving fund and loan asscciatlopna”
and regulatipg their buslneas. This name
has slnce been slmplified by the use of
the term ‘‘co-operative banks,” and the
or'ginal bill bas been improved and per-
fected in various features by succemive
leglelaturea, The present system Is
practically the Philadelphia syatem.

THE FIRST DANEK

was named the ‘‘Pioneer,” and of thls
Joslah Quainey was presldent from the
date of tts formation, July 206, 1877,
to the time of his death. Mr.
Eldredga wan mede seoretary,
who is the chief exeentive oflicer, or
the most active one. At that time Mr.
Eldredga was a book-kesper for Parker,
White & Co., chaic manufacturers on
North street, and for a while all the de.
posits wers made thera. The business
increased fo esuch an extent, however,
that Mr, Eldredgo was obliged to leave
his other business in order to devoie hls
entirs fime to the bank, Roows were
taken at 30 Cornhlll, where the bank re-
mained for two years, when it moved to
the Wells Memorisl bollding, and be-
cameo Its first ccoupant, moving in before
the ocarpenters were out. This was
largely through the efforts of Robert
Treat Paine, jr., who deemed it deslrable
to have c¢oi-operative banks here, and
offered to fit rooms up for their accommo.
datlon with no additionsl expense for
rent, ote. Hoe aleo offered Mr., Eldredga
the superintendency of the institute,
which was nceepled as soon as it was de-
termined to move the banks to the balld-
Ing.

iu tho meantime the **Homestead” Co-
operntive Bank wos started In Septembar,
1877, by the anme peopls who had organ-
ized the Ploneer, and who had atrong
special reazons for this step. Subse.
rquently the “*Workingmen's” Co-opera.
tive bank was started in June, 1880, and
was largely composed of members of the
Wells Memoriai Workingmen's institute,
All three of theee lustitutlons are located
in the same office, and Mr, Eldredgo ia
gecretary of each. The combination
mokes o great saving in rent, saluries,
prinfing and all Incidentale, and hns scms
peculiarly beneficlal results, although the
basiness of eachi is soparate from that of
the others, The thrae inctitutiong now
have about 2,000 members, bolding in
all 13,000 sabares, and over £400,000 of
capital hes now accumu'ated, thera being
sn incoma last year of some §67,000.
The shares ars fssued in serics, and each
is entitled to & total accumulsation of
2200, and in the case of these thrae banks
the capi‘al of each Is limited to §1,000,-
000, All of the tweaty-six bauks in the
sinta aro organized and managed wupon
anbatantially the same basis, Tha plan
of eperatlon is somethlng as follows:

e
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Any person desiripg to purchass shares
as an lnvestment may do so, not exceed-
ing twenty-five shares in any one corpor-
stion, The price per shave is §1 por
month.  If he takea five shares, ho paya
§0 per month, The paymeunts continue
until the shares are each worth $200,
They sra then called *‘msatured shares,”
or it Is eaid they haye reached thelr *ful-
timate valua.,"” Before the issue of a new
series, the sccounta ave to ba made up
and the profits oredited {v the several
shares. These credits help ‘‘matore”
the shares. At maturity each share-
holder is entitled to receive 8200 in cash
for each of the matured shares held by
him. It s plain that if no profits were
added It wounld require 200 months (six-
teen and two-thir |amm) to pay nf [
share; but the profita generally reduce
the time to ten years, and this makes a
vory good lnvestment, In case the shara-
holder negleects to pay his §1 per month
share, ho 1s lnlajurto a monthly fine of
two cents per ahare. For instance, one
has five shares and be omits to pay the
does when doe; at next meetlng follow-
iog the defanlt he will be required to pay
$10.10,
THE BORROWEL,

Avy shareholdor may borrow 8200 up-
on each of his sharas if he can furnish the
seourlty required by law.  Becurity may
be by mortgage on resl estate or upon
the shurea themselves. If one borrows
opon & mortgage he transferes his shares
to the corporation as addlitional or colla-
teral security, One ls entltled to borrow
upon his shares, provided that the sum
desired Is not more than is permitted by
the by-lawe. The process for borrowing
is this: When the president or other
authorized person announcea that there
is & certaln amount of money on band
and for sale and invites bids for it (not
excondiog €2 000 on one bid), the bor-
rower bids a premium wlhich he by sodo-
ing offers to pay monthly for the privil-
ege of borrowling the money. The prem-
fum is & bonus and goes to the general
fund,and the borrower recelves back hls

roportlonate part of [i, The bids are to be
ﬂa sums divisible by five: that is to ssy,

snd so on per shara per month. The
premiums are over and above the § per
cant rate, which in charged for the ume
of the money. If one bids twenty.five
ooats per share It will of itealf equal 14
per cent Intercst, and this added to 6 per
cent equals 74 per cent; so that, M one
bids twenty-five cents per share he la re.
ally offeriog to borrow the money at 74
per cent interest,

To lllustrate: Onbe wishes 1o borrow
£1,000. This requlres five shares, which
he may already hold or oan, alfter suo-
cesafully bldding lor the money procure
from the wmecretary. If the money la
“kneoked off” at twenty-five cents per
share, the borrower then pays aa follows:
80 for montbly daea (this he i to pay
whother he borrowa or not) £ for
moanthly Interest at 6 por cent, and §1 26
for monthly premium (belng at twenty-
five conts per share on tive shares,) the
total monthly payment being 811,26 on

a £1,000 loan, with premium at
twenty-five cents per share,
On  £2,000 it would ba 832050

per month if the premiom were the same,
This payment fa contlnued without
diminution untll tha shares mature, when
it ia plain that they offsst the mortgage,
being worth 1,000 in eash. At that time
the payments oease, the mortgage is dis-
charged by the corporation, and thoshares
cancelled, The fines for a borrower are
tho eame sa for non-borrowers, he belng
anbjeot tos fino of two ocents per month
on every dollar In arrears for Intorsst,
premlom or dues,

A person may be an Investor and not
borrow, but a borrower must be an in:
vestor also. When an investor bacomes
a borrower the Investment at onco be-
comes aainking fund to pay off the loan
when the shares shall have arrived at
maturity.

The banka lend only on first mortgages,
and largely to working people, as is
shown by tho fact that the average
amount of loans by the three Boston
banka Is £1,300, and of all these in the
state about $1,100. The minimum loan
is £20, and the maximam to one person,
§5,000, In many cases the banka loan
money to enable the borrower to bulld,
advancing money ns the work progrossea,

BENEFITS ALREADY DERIVED.

In the whole elght years cf the history
of these banks only one lcss has been
sustained on loans, and the only cllect of
this loas was to reduce the earningafor a
particular slx months feom 7 to 6} per
cent. The whole nomber of loaua by
the banks throughout the atate ls 1,600,
The largest salary pald by any bank to
any officlal is §800, and the smallest $25
PEr year. .

The iotfluence has been o make men
eave who never thought of saving before,
and as thelr savings begin to accumulate,
they begin the cuntemplation of **owning
their own home,” aud with this end in
view they s udy snd embrace habits of
eccnomy snd thrift, which perhaps wounld
never have boeen thought of but for the
banks. The esroings aro rather more
than in the eavings banks, whila che safe.
ghards are very nearly perfect.

In Arlington there has grown up a vil-
lage of some twenty or more attractive
houses in o beautiful apot where was
only a farm and farm-houses befora, all
built through the Influsnce of thess
banks, and occapled by the builders, who
were shareholders. These banks are
enabled to lean nearer the market value
of the property, becauze the borrower be-
gina to pay off his loan at once, and thus
the risk of shrinkage in value is avoided
by the lender. Bealdes, the borrower
may pey off the whole of his indebted-
neasat apy thine, The president of one
of the banks thus sets forih the advant-
sges to the borrower and the lender un-
der this system:

A PRESIDENT'S OP'INION,

““The transcondent advantage of thess
aesociations ta that the borrower not cnly
may, but must, pay off his loan steadily,
thoogh slowly. Here is the grand dis-
tinctton: DBorrow of a savings bank and
you cannct pay yoar loan ({ill
it  matures. Yon make no pre-
varation. You expect to renew
it. If sll goes wall you can, and do,
renew, and so it gees on till something
hisppens, and you cannot renew and can
not pay, and they enter and foreclose
and you lose yeur house and home and
all you bave psid, and are broken down
and crushed. What blow Is mcra over.
whelming than to ba turned ont of the
housa you have partly pald for with soma
hundreds of hardly-earned dollars; and
to losa your allf  Not so with these as-
soclations, You must pay off a parteach
and every month; a small part, to be
aare, Before you borrow be surs yon are
right; only bo row what you know you
cau repay by monthly duer.  And then
you must go on until all s paid and the
housas is youre. Whoever borrows
£1,000 to night on five shares muat pay
&0 (¥1 aehare) here ¢n this table to-
night, and so each month must psy £5 of
the prineipsl of Lis debt till all is paid.
Of course he alss psys the interest
oach month, which, at 6 per cent,
Is 8 more (L o, 800 s year). 1f
ke bids o premium of 40 cents n share he
must alsy pay $2 on hls five shares. Now
see. Suppose he bids and gets hiy 1,000
loan at 40 con(s pramiom., He pays,each

This goes on till his five shares are
worth each 8200, when his sharos are
eqqual to his morigege and pay it off; and
his shares and hls mortgage sre all can-
celled and he owna his home free from
debt, Ho has been forcad to save, He
has been taught to save., The thought
and the necemity are constantly before
him. His nelghbor may lgnnd his earn-
Ings freely, easlly, in the hundred ways
which cut such big holes ln our pockets.
But this man and hls wife, and his chil-
dren, too, ars full of the ides of paylog
up the monthly dues, and so they save
their money, and in the end they own
own their house and it Is fres,

ANOTHER WONDDR,

Discovery of a Remarkable Hsle In
the Barth In Arizona,

Tuseon Crtizen,

In some sectlons of the northern por-
tlon of Arlzona the question of water
sapply, even for domestle purposes, in a
very serious one. This 1 particalarly
the case at Ash Fork, a station on the
Atlantlo and Pacific rallroad. A serlous
of vory lovely and fertile vallays wsur-
round the place, and plenty of gras
grows for the support of large herds of
cattle, but no water oan be had except
from an ocossional “‘tank’ during the
wintor season. At Ash Fork the esil-
rosd company attempted to sink an arte-
alan woll, but after roaching a depth of
000 foet the drill beeame fastened and
coilld not be removed. Many futile at-
tempts were made to extraot it, but at
last It was abandoned in dispair. All
water now used at that ststion and by
the realdenta of the town is brought by
rall from Ponch Springs, sixty five miles
to the wostward, and is sold st 50 cents
per barrel.

A short time ago a prospector, astimu]
Isted by the inquiry for water, reported
that he hed dlecovered a huge well about
eight miles from Ash Fork, sunk In a
level plain. Parties at once repaired
thither, with ropea and other paraphalia
to oxplora the wonderons discovery,
They found the locality, but to this day
the do not know the exact natore of the
ourious cavern that metv their gaze. 1Lt i
loeated on a level plain and eanunot be
secn antil It is approached very near.
There Is no evldenoe of ecarth or rook
havlng been removed from the pit, which
was found to ba 150 feet in dismoter and
320 feot deep, with perpendicalar walls,
No one in the party was brave enovgh to
decend and explora the “well,” when the
rope had been lowered, and the explor-
ers returned to Ash Fork scarcely witer
than they wore befora their trip. Tt s
certainly a great curlosity, and there pos-
pibly exiata a sopply of water romewhere
in ita depths or in the numoerous eavorns
or tunnels that apparently immerge into
the dark earth below from thia curions
threehold of sunlight,

Heg Ia now In the
asylum —harmless, bat clean gone, He
didn't find & car pumbaered 1853."

12} per cent per annum, Thera are
many ourious articles stowed away in the
pleture, candelabra, silver-plate, time-
piece and mincellaneous rooms, and the
grand vault of the bank cannecoted with
the pawning establishment ususlly con
taine from £5,000,000 to 10,000,000 in
solid sllver and gold. The jewelry de-
partment contains one of the richest and
rareat collections In the world., Pearls,
rables, emeralds and dinmonds in great
numbers dazzle the vis'tor's sight. Many
of these jawels are merely placed here for
safety, others for the conslderaticn of
money. Some are handed down from
the date of the conquest, and beside their
Intrlnsle value, ars of great Interest to the
antiquarfan,

Sulphne For Stock,
A B, Allen,

Sulphur is & good tonie, and although
my horses and cattle are well fed and
kept in fine condltion, I give each one a
heaping teaspoonfal of sulphur once a
week as long as kept In  stable on dry
food. When in pasture they don't need
it, If this s done Wednesday evening,
then I givo the rame quantity of pure
wood athes in thelr meal mese every
Saturday evening. 1 also give the snme
to my poultry. A tablespoonful 18 well
mixed in a gallon of water, and the meal
then stirred up evenly in it. This oper-
ates os a preventive of llce, When
wantod to kill lice on cattle a heaplng
roaspronful Is well mixod with abous
four quoarts of bran, shorts, corn er aoy
other meal.

It may bo fed every day provided it
does not scour the cattle, and {f no then
not s0 often. The efloct of the s nlphur
must be watched. If the llce and their
nits are abundant, as the asulphur sots
slowly, it will ‘be Detter to take cruds
peirolenm, dip a horse brueh in {t, and
then brush the hair very lightly until the
oil touches the skin. If no erude petrol-
eum 18 at hand, then take kerosene, and
mix it ha!lf and half with melted lard,and
brush thatin. The latd is necessary to
reduce the strength of the kercsenc, for
if applied pure it would be too stroug for
the eattle. Somo mix sulphur with lard
to apply for lica, but this is apt to make
little sores on the skin, especially In cold
weather, If cattle are kept in good
flesh, llce rarely attack them; if they get
on ealves they retard theie growth badly
and otherwise injure them.
